The third birthday of the OCC this week Is being

Most prominent ls the cost of CCC. which had 
reached $1,204,560.000 by March 1. this year. 
Mem­ 
bers of the corps sent home $260,000,000 to their 
families. 
Materials and « xjuipment cost $615,000,000 
Food and clothing cost $281,744.000 
O ther millions 
were used for the purchase of forest lands. 
More than 1,500,000 men, most of them young and 
untrained, hav e receiv ed pay from OCC. 
Approx­ 
imately 3.000,000 dependents of CCC enrollees hav e 
benefited through participation in the $30 a month 
cash allowances earned by the men. 
In addition to 
direct benefit* the nation has receiv ed in return for 
Its billion dollar expenditure an Indefinite improv e­ 
m ent in the state of its natural resources. 
Why has CCC, obv iously an expensiv e relief agency, 
escaped so largely the disa&tlslaction v oiced against 
o ther relief agencies—PWA, WPA and CWA? 
The 
answer seems to be that COC has appealed to the 
co untry ’s dram atic sense. 
It has been well organized 
Its activ ities and its hum an material hav e been 
colorful. 
Unlike other relief agencies, It has re­ 
mained fixed and stable throughout its existence. 
At Its inception, CCC was not popular. 
It gained 
popularity by the ability of its directors to dramatize 
it* activ ities. 
A* its popularity increased, its defects 
became less conspicuous. 
There seems to be a moral 
In the record of the OCC for gov ernment adm in­ 
istrato rs.
